DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 0 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not anticipate the claimed interchangeable rib for a rifle that is U-shaped and 
comprising an aiming plane and two interfacing longitudinal fins, defining a channel between 
them suitable for slidably receiving a band equipped with shaped openings inside of it, each of 
the shaped opening being suitable for engaging a corresponding column extending from a fixed 
base toe a barrel of the rifle.
